SYNOPSIS 


Newspaper  article  appeared  in  14  3eptsmber  1949  issue  of  "Journal 
Heraldj"  Dayton^  Ohio,  wherein  it  v/as  alleged  that  ^^■jHMHVMIlPan 
actor,  during  the  sunmer  of  1949  while  in  Territory  of  Alaska,  ob- 
served "flying  saucers,"  located  one  and  took  raotion^^tures  of  the 
saucer  in  various  flight  stages  and  maneuver^t^’VH^^s  presently 
actor-producer-writer  for  COLONIAL  PBCDUCUCNS,  and  his  picture 
entitled  "The  Flying  Saucer"  was  viewed  by  the  writer  on  26  October 
1949*  The  picture  contained  a few  scenes  version  of  the 

flying  disk  v/hile  on  the  ground  and  in  the  air.'^mBBto  admitted 
that  the  "flying  saucer"  was  a fignent  of  his  imagination  and  that 
he  released  the  news  story  quoted  herein  in  orderto  secure  publicity 
for  his  motion  picture,  "the  Inlying  Saucer."  aUHlHbrequested  that 
OSI  not  reveal  to  outsiders  the  fact  that  the  "flying  saucer"  story 
in  the  article  was  a hoax.

5 requested  that  irivestiga* 
tion  be  conducted  concerningJ||KMHn||ii^S  alleged  sigliting  ol  a Hying  dlsK 
in  the  Territory  of  -Uaska  during  the  sunnier  of  1949*  Tills  request  iras  made  bj 
DO  #5  as  the  result  of  an  article  appearing  in  the  14  September  1949  issue  of  the 
•I Journal  Herald,"  Dayton,  Uiio,  Tiiich  article  read  as  follows:

BUT  PRESS  A(2U^T  DOUBTS  TALE 


By  ALINE  MGSBY 

"HOHY^yoOD,  Sept.  13.  - (UP)  Having  taken  care  of  rocket  ships, 
atomic  bombs  and  Superman,  Hollywood  now  is  starring  a flying  saucer  in 
a movie* 

"The  Anny^s  last  decision  was  there  isn't  any  such  thing,  but  this 
has  not  dampened  the  spirit  of  actor  Mikel  Conrad.  He  is  acting  in,  pro- 
ducing, directing  and  writing  "The  Secret  of  the  Flying  Saucers." 

"The  star,  he  insists,  is  a whirling  disc,  or  reasonable  facsimile 
thereof.  The  movie  is  a spy  mystery  which  also  features  a blond  heroine, 
a handscme  hero  and  Russians  as  the  villains. 

"Idea  VAiile  on  Location 


"The  actor  got  this  colossal  idea,  he  says,  while  on  location  in 
Alaska  last  winter  for  a Unlversal-XntemationH  movie,  "Arctic  Lianhunt." 

"*I  heard  about  flying  saucers  there  so  I went  back  last  summer 
with  a camera  crew  from  Vihitehorse  (Y.  T.,  Canada)  and  two  players,  Pat 
Garrison  and  Hans  Von  Teuffen,'  he  says. 


"'I  found  a saucer.  I'm  not  telling  how,'  a claim  not  believed  even 
by  one  of  his  press  agents. 


"'I  have  scenes  of  the  saucer  landing,  taking  off,  flying  and  doing 
tricks.  The  saucer  is  not  created  in  miniature  or  by  trick  photography. 
It  is  a mechanical,  man-made  object.' 

"VHhether  it  is  a dishpan  sailing  across  the  camera  or  some  garage- 
made  contraption,  he  w>n't  say. 


"Conrad  and  crew  shot  silent  footage  around  Juneau  for  three  months. 
He'll  begin  shooting  Intexaor  scenes  and  dubbing  in  sound  Sept.  26,  he 

aaya. 


"His  press  agents  have  seen  part  of  the  film.  They  report  it  has 
some  nice  avalanches.  They  did  not  see  any  flying  saucers. 


"Locked  in  Bank  Vault 


*'*The  saucer  footage  is  locked  in  a bank  vault,*  explains  Conrad, 
* I ' m not  ah  owing  it  to  anyone  yet • * 

"The  plot  concerns  a playboy,  liichael  Trent  (Conrad),  who  steels 
his  weak  chin  and  goes  saucer-hunting  in  Alaska  for  the  government.  To 
throw  Russian  spies  off  the  track,  he  cleverly  disguises  himself  as  a 
drunkard  seeking  the  cure.  Trent  is  accompanied  by  an  FBI  agent,  who 
turns  out  to  be  a beautiful  blond  (Hiss  Garrison),  cleverly  disguised 
as  his  nurse. 


"*^e  get  snowbound  in  a remote  cabin  and  romance  finds  a way,* 
says  Conrad. 


"VjiU  llichael  and  Violet  get  out  of  the  cabin  before  they're 
trapped  by  snow?  or  the  Russians?  or  the  censors?  Jill  they  capture  the 
saucer?  Will  they  drop  dead  before  the  end  of  the  movie?  Will  you?"

2«  After  some  investigation  in  an  effort  to  locate 
determined  that  he  was  presently  actor-producer-writer  for  COLONIAL  PKODUCTIOWS 
8739  Sunset  Boulevard,  Los  Angeles,  California,  ^BjHi^inally  called  the  writ^ 
at  the  OSX  office  on  26  October  1949  after  several  messages  had  been  left  for 
him  to  communicate  with  Agent* 


3.  On  that  date  ^IPM^iformed  Agent  that  his  picture.  "The  Flying 
Saucer,"  was  to  be  previewed  by  the  censors  of  the  i|0lPbfflce  at  5^52  Holly- 
wood Boulevard,  Hollywood,  California,  and  invited  Agent  to  attend  the  showing 
after  which  he  suggested  that  the  writer  could  question  him  ccncerning  the 
"saucer," 


4*  The  writer  attended  the  preview  of  "The  Flying  Saucer"  on  26  October 
1949>  find  the  picture  ran  approximately  one  hour  and  a haXfand  as  indicated  in 
the  az^icle,  concerned  a story  of  MXCHAKL  !IR£NT*S  MHMBHIW)  attempt  to 
locate  a flying  saucer  v^ich  was  rumored  as  being  producdd  somewhere  in  Alaska. 
The  Russian  espionage  agents  were  also  attempting  to  locate  the  saucer  for  the 
Soviet  Government*  It  developed  in  the  story  that  a Dr,  CARL  LAVSCN  had  per- 
fected a flying  saucer  and  his  laboratory  was  located  in  a spot  bordering  on 
Twin  Lakes  across  the  Ice  Caps  from  Taku  Harbor  near  Juneau,  Territory  of 
Alaska.  TRENT  locates  the  saucer  prior  to  the  Russian  spies,  who  secure  infor- 
mation concerning  its  existence  and  location  from  Dr.  UtVi^SON'S  assistant  who 
sells  out  to  the  Russians  for  a few  million.  The  picture  ends  vdth  the  assis- 
tant attempting  to  send  the  saucer  to  Russia  and  flee  from  TRENT,  However,  the 
saucer  e^q^lodes  at  the  end  of  the  picture  when  the  assistant  of  Dr*  LAitSON  at- 
tempts to  launch  it.  Dr,  LAVSON  having  placed  a bomb  in  the  saucer  to  avoid 
Just  the  situation  that  transpired.

imagination  and  stated  that  he  had  released  the  s 
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ALIiiE  U0S3Y  in  order  to  advertise  uis  picture.  Ke  admitted  that  the  observa- 
tion of,  location  of,  and  motion  picture  of  the  “flying  saucer”  in  various 
flight  stages  and  ioaneuvers-  was  not  a reality. 

6*  It  might  be  mentioned  here  that  the  “flying  saucer”  of  was 

pictured  in  about  three  scenes  in  flight  and  appeared  to  be  all  lighted  up  by 
electricity  and  to  be  circular  or  disk  shaped  about  three  feet  in  diameter. 

The  “saucer”  vrfiirled  during  ilight.  However,  when  Dr.  LA'iSOK*S  "saucer”  was 
viewed  later  by  TRENT  it  appeared  to  be  ellipsoid  shaped  and  was  about  twelve 
feet  in  length,  ten  feet  across  and  four  feet  deep.  It  was  apparently  con- 
structed of  aluminum  or  some  other  shinny  metal  and  was  slightly  raised  in  the 
center  with  two  exhausts  (jets)  on  each  side  of  the  raised  portion.  This 
version  flew  on  a direct  line,  rather  than  a whirling  motion. 

7*  CONRAD  apologized  for  the  story  and  said  he  was  sorry  that  he  had 
misled  the  USAF,  and  admitted  that  the  article  was  purely  for  enhancing  interest 
in  his  coming  picture.  He  requested  that  the  USAF  not  furnish  any  newspaper 
correspondent  or  other  persons  making  inquiries  with  the  fact  that  the  saucer  is 
a hoax.  He  was  advised  that  OSI  would  not  because  OSX  had  no  interest  in  his 
picture^  since  he  had  not  actually  sighted  any  unconventional  object  in  the  sky.
